Washington, June 11.—-The

of the Monocacy at Taku. 

LONDON, June 11.—The return of the 
Emperor of China and the Dowager Em- 
preas to Pekin from the summer palace 1s 
regarded as a hopefu) sign; but otherwise 
there is no favorable news from China 
with the exception that there is evidence 
of a continued perfect understanding be- 
tween the various powers and the an- 
nouncement that the International guards 
will probably arrive at Pekin today. 

Should these prove ineufficient to restore 
order, Russia is apparently preparing to 
deal with the crisis, judging from a dis- 
patch from St. Petersburg, which follows: 

“As a result of an understanding be- 
tween the Russian government and the oth- 
er powers, a disoatch has been sent to 
Port Arthur ordering that #000 men of the 
Russian garrison there snall be held in itm- 
mediate readjness to leave for Tien Tsin 
whenever the Russian minister at Pekin 
asks for their assistance, or circ umstances 
require thefr intervention.” 


According to a dispatch from Shanghai, 
dated today, #00 Russians, with 2 guns, 
have already been landed at Tien Tsin and 
are marching in the direction of Pekin. 
Shanghai rumors, however, must be ac- 
cepted with «aution. 

A dispatch from Pekin, 
evening, June 9, says: 

“A body of 40 ‘Boxers’ 
have looted and burned the Pekin club, 
racetrack anid grandstand pbulildings. An- 
other edict issued this morning orders the 
military gove-cnor to police the streets with 
cavalry and infantry. Nevertheless, in the 
neighborhood of the legation the street con- 
tinues thronged with the roughest kind of 
@ mob ready to break out at the slightest 
provocation.

The Boers Seem to Have Gained Fresh 
Energy and Are in Strong Force 
Again South of the 
Vaal. 


June 11.—Lieutenant-General 
Sir Frederick Forestier-Walker, in com- 
manag of the lines of communication in 
Soutn Africa, reports that in the disaster 
to the British troops June 7, at Roodeval, 
where the Boers cut Lord Roberts’ line of 
communication, the fourth battalion. of the 
DerLyshire Regiment were all killed, 
wounded or made prisoners, except six en- 
listed men. Two officers and 15 men were 
killed and five officers and 72 men were 
wounded, many of them severely. 

The Boers returned the wounded to the 
British. The officers killed were: Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Baird-Douglas and Lieut, 
Hawley. 

The wounded include Col. Wilkinson and

Hazelton and the bullpen out- 
rages* of Idaho pale into insignificance when compared to it. A band of 
peaceable workingmen, marching home from a picnic with the stars and 
stripes floating over them are shot down in a manner that makes it impossi- 
ble for the human tongue to find language strong enough to denounce it as 
should be denounced, not only by organized labor, but by every liberty-lov- 
ing person. 

I denounce it in the most unqualified terms. Investigation shows that 
not one shot was fired by the railway men nor did they have any firearms to 
shoot with. A well-known reporter of one of the morning papers is our au- 
thority for the statement of the sergeant in charge of the sheriff’s posse that 
he dropped his gun, which was accidentally discharged, and that this was 
what caused the shooting. 

They must have been very anxious to shoot our men when they allow 
a matter of such kind to provoke them toit. This outrage will be resented 
by organized labor, not alone in St. Louis, but throughout America. We 
will stand by our demands all the more since this affair, and contest the 
struggle to the bitter end. I did ~ot see any of the actual shooting, being 
some distance in advance of the procession, but heard the shots and saw 


men running.

SHERIFF SAYS SHOOTING WAS JUSTIFIABLE. 
(Statement of Sheriff Pohlman to the Post-Dispatch.) 

I have investigated the tragedy as far as possible at the present time 
and I am convinced that the shooting was justifiable. The members of 
the posse did their duty. When they were armed by the state with guns, they 
were expected to use them when the proper time came. In my judgment, 
the time came when the strikers started the demonstration against the Del- 
mar car. » 

I am very sorry, indeed, that it was necessary to kill anybody, but that 
it was necessary I have no doubt. The crowd was clearly acting in a law- 
less manner and anybody in it laid himself liable to the punishment that my 
men were instructed to inflict on such occasions. It is too late now to 
argue the question whether the men who were killed or hurt were taking 
part in the demonstration. They were there and that is enough. 


NO GENERAL ORDER TO FIRE. 
(Assistant Col. Batdorf to the Post-Dispatch.) 

Assistant Colonel E. A. Batdort says that no orders were issued to the deputies 
to fre. 

“There was no netd of any ercers beyond general orders,” says the colonel. 
“The general orders are to fire whenever in danger of bodily harm during the 
discharge of duty. Even that is unnecessary to any man with common sense and 
armed with a gun. 

“The first firing, I want to state positively, came from the crowds on the 
street. I was one of the first out of the barracks, following Adjutant Webster. The 
shot was fired when Capt. W. S. Robinson seized the man who had thrown the 
brick at the car and while three other men from the lines ‘of the strikers were en- 
deavoring to free him from the captain's grasp. Immediately the men began 
pushing toward the car from the east and reaching for revolvers. Every deputy 
who had reached the street acted on his own initiative. - 

‘I desire to say that the statement of T. S. Lauder that many of the shots 
were fired from the upper windows of the barracks is untrue. We had only a few 
men in the barracks and none of them had time to ‘get a gun during the short 
time the shooting continued.

THINKS WAR IS CERTAIN. 


Japanese Professor Says Russia Is 
Respousible for Boxer Troubles. 
CHICAGO, June 11.—‘“Itis the general be- 
lief in Japan that there will be war between 
that country and Russia,’’. said Dr. R. 
Fujisawa, a professor in the Imperial Uni- 
versity of Tokia Japan, who passed through 
Chicago on the way to the Paris Exposi- 

tion. Dr. Fujisawa continued: 

“While there seems to be but little doubt 
that the differences between Russia and 
Japan must ultimatly be settled by war, 
it is impossible to predict when that war 
may begin. The Russian has pursued a 
course which can be construed only as an 
intended provoca.iion to War. Of course 
the utmost secrecy prevails in official 
Japan as to the plan of the government, 
and, officially, there is nothing to indicate 
that war is expected. é 

“Work on the Japanese Navy is being 
pushed as rapidly as possible. It is given 
out that the completed navy will be no 
larger than will be necessary for a nation 
which is growing as is Japan to protect 
her commerce and maintain her dignity 
among the poyers. The suddenness and 
rapidity with which the work was begun 
and is being pushed, however, indicates 
that other and almost immediate use will 
be found for it. In the East, Russia is 
thought to be responsible for the ‘boxer 
troubles, either directly or indirectly. 


ATTITUDE OF THIS NATION. 


Iz Will Act in Concert Up to a Certain 
Point. 

WASHINGTON, June 11.—The 
tion of the United States in the 
crisis involving the representations already 
made by Minister Conger, together with 
the action taken by Admiral Kempff, both 
under the discretion allowed them by the 
President's instructions, are declared offi- 
elally to exhaust this government's re- 
sources, so fur as they can be applied at 
the present time. Without a distinct change 
in the national policy, which is regarded as 
most remote, and except under gravely 
complicated international conditions affect- 
ing not only the stability of the Chinese 
empire, but the equilibrium of Europe, the 
offices of American agencies at Pekin and 
Tien Tsin, well as in future centers of 
disturbances, will be limited to such efforts 
for the protection of American interests as 
the proclamation by Minister Conger, in 
the insistent Cemands made by all the for- 
eign representatives upon the Tsung Li 
Yamen and the deowager Empress for af- 
fording security to the life and property of 
aliens. and as the landing of armed forces 
and the dispatch of gunbcats to furnish the 
necessary protection in case of Chinas 
failure to comply. 

Beyond this it is now clearly understood 
in Washington other nations propose to go, 
@erhaps not, but the United States, while 
entering the concert up to that point, will 
act indep2adentiy, if at all, in proceedings 
which will ;-ossibly lead to a change of dy- 
nasty, and perhaps a revolution throughout 
the empire. It is promised, however, that 
whatever occurs the commercial interests 
of this country upon the basis established 
in the written “‘‘open door’ compact shall 
not be modified even in case of the occupa- 
tion by other nowers of all the remaining 
coast line and the extension of spheres of 
influence Deyond their present exceedingly 
elastic Mmits. 

The contingeacy of permanent territorial 
encroachment is regarded as too distant 
just now to call for more specific explana- 
tion by the United States than has already 
been given, for it is believed the exécutive 
military operations by the foreign forces 
around Pekia and Tien Tsin may involve 
only a brief campaign resulting in such a 
salutary lesson to the unprogsessive ele- 
ment of China as to permit prompt with- 
drawal after order is restored. These op- 
erationg upon -ather a large scale is now 
feared cadnot pe avoided, but it is unlikely 
that the Unite] States will contsibute 
ashore more than 300 marines and sailors to 
the combined forces, this number being al- 
ready at Tlen Tsin and on the way there. 
This number is regarded as a fair propor- 
tion for the United States to supply, con- 
sidering the relative number and value of 
Americans and property requiring protec- 
tion compared with the similar responsi- 
bilities of Russia, England, Japan, Ger- 
many and France.

COMMUNICATION STILL OPEN. 


An Overland Wire Runs From Shang- 
hai to Pekin. 

WASHINGTON, June 11.—Minister Con- 
ger was heard from again this morning. It 
is fortunate that, although direcz tele- 
graphic communication between the foreign 
forces at Taku and Tien Tsin, and the for- 
eign embassies and legations at Pekin is 


interrupted through the cutting of the tele- 
graph wires, there yet remains a channel 
upen between the diplomats at Pekin and 
their home governments, via vverland wire 
to Shanghai, and then by cable. It alsois 
possible through this roundabout way for 
a connection to be maintained between the 
foreign diplomats and _ their niuval com- 
Manders at Taku. 

Minister Conger'’s telegram this morning 
was to the effect that Pao Ting Fu mis- 
sicmaries are safe up to the present; that 
the Chinese ‘government has sent troops 
there and promises ample protection to the 
mission, though it is not thought that this 
protecsion will insure permanent safety. 
Accoraing ta Mr. Conger, it is impossible 
at this moment to send any foreign forces 
from Pekin to Pao Ting Fu. 

Mr. Congers’ doubt as to the permanency 
of the Chinese ability to protect the mis- 
sions is in line with the previous expres- 
Sion of opinion indicating a belief in his 
mind that the few Chinesé generals who 
are disposed to protect the foreigners are 
to be overcome by the element at the Chi- 
nese court which is favorable to the Box- 
ers. 

The attitude of the United States govern- 
ment respecting the Boxer troubles having 
been misrepresented in certain quarters, it 
can be stated authoritatively that up to 
this point not the first step has been taken 
towards sending any troops from Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s army in the Philippines to China, 
It was decided last week that none of the 
troops could be spared, even if wanted, 
and that none would be spared if they 
could be for such aipurpose in the pres- 
ent aspect of the Chinese trouble. 

Mr. Conger asked for further instructions 
and-was directed ta proceed with energy in 
the protecticn of American interests and 
more especially with the pretection of the 
American legation and the ‘iives of the 
American citizens in China. He was warned, 
however, not to be a party to anv alliance 
or combination of groups of powers. He 
was [o act independently whenever this was 
practicable. 

The naval officials say that the Nashville 
can scarcely reach Taku before Friday or 
Saturday next. Then the run up the shal- 
kew and rapid Pei-Ho River to Tien Tain 
will consume another day. Meanwhile tne 
Yerktown anc Castine, at Sharghai. are 
rapidly be:ng put into shape for sea. ey 
were undergoing some repairs, but. this 
work doubtless will be hastened so that if 
the conditions become more grave at Tien 
Tsin one or both of the ships can reach 
there from Shanghai even before the Nash- 
ville arrives. 


BACKED BY AMERICANS. 


British Officials Supported by United 
States Officers at Tien Tsin. 

TIEN TSIN, Sunday, June 10—It {s 
learned that but for the firmness of the 
United States Consul and Capt. McCalla 
(of the Newark, in charge of the American 
landing party), and the British Consul there 
would have been further delay in dispatch- 


ing the international guards to Pekin and 
the majority of the forces would not have 
been British. At a meeting of the consuls 
and commanders of troops last evening, 
when the necessity for the Immediate dis- 
patch of troops was considered, the repre- 
sentatives of two European powers ques- 
tioned the necessity and afterwards diae- 
paraged the idea that the British force 
should preponderate. The Anglo-Ameri- 
cans, however, insisted and carried their 
point. The Americans generally deplore 
the smallness of the United States forces 
here. At the same time, they are ready to 
defer to whatever may be considered best 
at Washington.

Chicago has embarked in earnest in the movement to se- 
cure downtown parks and breathing places. The City Coun- 
cil has appropriated $100,000 to begin the work, and the park 
commission is taking the preliminary steps.
